sparks flying in every direction, En- 
gineer H. P. Goodwin and his fire- 


man, 
H. J. Morrow, drove a Boston 


and Maine 
locomotive,

attached, 


bound from Boston to Lynn, into the 
Faulkner station Friday evening and 
then turned in a lire alarm. By the 
time the firemen arrived the blaze 
had gained considerable headway and 
the 'engine presented a spectacular 
appearance. 


A Hue of hose was run into thd 


cab, the (Ire 
appearing 
to 
center 


about the fire box, but before it had 
been extinguished there the flames 
showed up on1 the outside part of the 
engine, and still another line of hose 


was called into play. 


The train was part way 
between 


the Maiden and Faulkner station on 
the Saugus branch when some of the 
internal arrangements of the engine 
gave out and allowed a quantity of 
water to fall into the firebox, caus- 
ing a small explosion, which threw 
the red hot coals Into'the cab, setting 
fire to the'curtain and starting the 
blaze. 


Engineer Goodwin, although badly 


burned about the face and 
hands, 


•stuck to his post, and. throwing on 
full speed drove his engine to the 
Faulkner station. 
The 
passengers 


had no inkling of the trouble until 
they ^eard the fire engines clanging 
about the locomotive. Damage to the 
.locomotive will amount to about $1,- 
000.

Death Potion In Wine Drank 


by Engaged Couple 


EVIDENCE AT AN INQUEST 


Shows That Twlgg and Grace Elosser 


Died In Great Agony, While Sister 


of Bride-to-Be .Was Found In Con- 


vulsiono on Floor of Room Where 


Tragedy Occurred—Other Startling 
Revelations on Witness Stand 


.Cumberland, Md., Jan. 7.—Sensa- 


tion after sensation followed In rapid 
succession last night at the beginning 
of the Inquest to decide as to the man- 
ner and cause of the deaths of Grase 
Elosser and Charles E. Twigg, who 
were to have been married last Mon- 
day, but instead on Saturday wen; 
found dead sitting beside each other 
on a couch in the parlor of the young 
woman's home here: 


The first fact that had not been 


known was revealed by Dr. Goard, 
one of the physicians 
summoned to 


the Elosser home, when he told how 


' l i p had found May Elosser, a sister 


of the dead woman, in a swoon on 
tho floor, frothing at the mouth anil 
apparently almost In a dying condi- 
tion from the effects of the poison 
which had Killed her sister and her 
prospective brother-in-law. • 


This evidence even startled Coroner 


Hcall and District Attorney Robb, who 
:ire conducting the Inquest.

ring of his affections "to Grace Elosser, 
Twisg had been very attentive to May 
Klosscr, who was just us pretty and 
just as vivacious as her sister.

Klosser and her sister May had not 
spoken for weeks, following the an- 
nouncement of i Hie 
engagement 
of 


Gra.ie Elosser and TwigR. 


Contrary to expectations, Dr. Brod- 


rnp, another of the physicians called 
hy members of the Klosser 
family, 


tf'slilicd that he had found two glasses 
upon the piano in the parlor, and il 
was his Impression that llio/cyanide 
of potassium, from which Miss Elos- 
Kcr and Twigg had died, hud been 
taken in these glasses. 


Dr. Brodrnp also testified that when 


he reached the bonne, he saw May 
Klosser lying on the floor. 
Her eyes 


were staring, he said, as though she 
had taken, poison. 


Dr. Urodrup told of administering 


spirits of amniounin to May Klossc;', 
carrying her upstairs and bringing her 
to consciousness.

est agony, their hands being clenched, 
the young woman's at her side and 
Twigg clutching at his hair, apparent- 
ly attempting to pull it out by the 
roots, so great was the pain produce:!
